. Alberta's special representative, who 
will have offices at 4 Charing Cross, 
facing Trafalgar square, London, and 
exceptionally well located as regards 
steamship» and other offices, ‘will 
probably be selected at a meeting of 
the cabinet council this evening, ac- 
cording lo an announcement given out 
by Premier Sifton this morning. The 
offices, whlch are exceptionally well 
‘located for the purpose which they 
are to serye, consist. of a reception 
room for visitors, where all Alberta 
newspapers will be.on file, and hand- 
some. quarters for the special repre- 
sentative of the goyernment.

In commenting. on the mayor's. re- 
port of his trip: to Saskatoon: as..the 
city’s representative, Alderman May 
look exception to-some. of the views 
in thissreport.

Alderman May stated that many of 
the papers were well worth hearing

The mayor's report of the conven- 
tion reads-as follows: 

“Pursuant to direction of the council

however, the papers were limited to a 
length of 800 words, it was. impossible 
to deal in any way exhaustively with 
the subject appointed, and those that 
best served a good purpose were those 
that took up only one phase-of a ques- 
tion, or exceeded the limit.

The conditions — affecting the 
different provinces are so. diverse it 
is difficult to get concerted action.

The municipal difficulties which beset Edmonton at the present time are difficulties 
which are susceptible of correction through the adoption of the commission form of govern 
ment. The one item of finance may be taken as a criterion. Edmonton is not a poverty- 
stricken city by any means. On the contrary, it is one of the richest cities in the world, both 
in respect of the wealth of its citizens and in-respect of the aggregate wealth of the city asa 
municipality. It owns outright millions of dollars’ worth of reyenue-producing enterprises 
and its aggregale assessment totals $187,941,920. Edmonton bonds are-not a drug’on the 
market; on the contrary, eleven million dullars’ worth of Edmonton bonds found a_ ready 
markel at atime when practically no other Canadian cily could find a purchaser. Yet Edmon- 
ton citizens are hearing from day to day of the curtailment of the municipal programme. 
Why? For no other reason than'that the system under which Edmonton is working fails to 
provide a properly-constituted finance department, and, through plain lack of organization, 
the greater part of the bonds upon which Edmonton was to have borrowed this money. have 
y not vet been even printed, let alone placed in’ the hands of the bond-buyers who have under- 
taken to meet the city’s financial needs for the current year. Commission ‘government would|

Up to the present time the most of the development has taken place on District Lot 937, which lies on the Nechaco over front 
and adjacent to the railroad property. Central avenue is already firmly established as a business centre, and here the hotels, 
retail shops, stores and banks are located. Fraser Avenue. divides D. L. 937 from the railroad property, and as a business 
~ street bids fair to become second in importance only to Central Avenue, for it extends from the Nechaco River to the Fraser 
River, and will undoubtedly have steamboat docks at each extremity. 


South Fort-George can grow only westward, and on the proposed plan of the subdivision of the G.T.P. property the im- 
portant streets run into Fraser Avenue at or near Carney, furthermore, property over two miles farther out than Carney has 
been subdivided into town lots and is now selling.

Mrs. Fedora, however, Insists that 
the mortgage is foreclosed, and has 
petitioned almost every legal author- 
ity In Winnipeg to have jt restored 
to her, and has just returned from a 
trip to Ottawa, where she went to 
consult the dominion authorities, Her 
lawyers ropeatedly point out that by 
selling the property and paying oft 
Hebert's claim she would have a sub- 
stantial balance, but every time they 
secure 4 purchaser she refuses to sign 
the deed of sate.
